New York, Dec. 2.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Fifty-one years ago to- 
day a New England youth, known as 
Cyrus:W. Field, stood at the marriage 
altar fullof vigor, hope and sturdy 
ambition. His strength made its im- 
press upon the century. His hope bore 
him upin his work and his ambition 
has been rewarded with medals, with 
knighthood, and with the thanks of the 
United States Congress. Hand in hand 
the New England youth and his belpful 
wife came honorably down through half 
a century of time, almost to the 


present day._A-—little more than one | 


week ago, however, the woman he 
wedded on the day of his majority, died. 
Tonight, almost bereft. of life and 
fortune and made penniless by the hand 
of an ingrate and disgraced son, Cyrus 
W. Field lies dying at 72 years of 
age, inthe handsome home that shall 
no longer be his. Edward M. Field, the 
son who wrecked the firm of Field, 
Lindley, Weichers & Company, is an

Amember of the family to- 
night came from the bedside of Cyrus 
W. Field and said: ‘He is completely 
broken in health and spirit. Bereft of 
his wife and his fortune and crushed by 
the fact that his favorite son has finan- 
cially ruined the family and made a 
mental wreck of himself, the unfortun- 
ate old man feels fhat death would be a 
welcome solace tohim. He feels that 
his name has been tarnished, notwith- 
standing the fact that he has‘sacrificed 
his all to keep his son from _ bank- 
ruptcy.”’ 

Dr. fuller, the family physician, said: 
‘‘He may linger for a few days and he 
mav die in a few hours.”’ 

Edward Field appealed to his father 
recently for assistance to prevent the 
failure of the firm, all his resources 
having been used up. His father con- 
sented to assist him, and authorized him 
to take certain securities from the 
strong box for the purpose. The son, 
however, took every negotiable secu- 
rity from the box, but even that did not 
prevent the firm’s downfail. It is be- 
lieved that ail that remained of Mr. 
Field’s once great fortune before this 
fresh trouble did not exceed $1.000,- 
000, and of that not a dollar is left. 
How much Edward succeeded in getting 
from his father is not known, but it is 
said to have been $300,000. The 
balance was believed to have. been in 
unencumbered realestate, of which his 
house, which soid this week. formed a 
part. That Cyrus W. Field is now 
penniless recalls the fact that he was 
supposed to have been a partner in the 
firm of Field, Lincley & Co. for $500.- 
OOO until March 1 last, on the date 
when the firm reorganized, and the 
senior Field was supposed to have 
withdrawn this $500,000. It is now 
believed that the $500,000, if it ex- 
isted at all in that way, was never 


withdrawn, but was lost, and that its | 


loss brought about the reorganization 
and introduction of new members, and 
that Edward M. Field’s speculative 
course continued, with the result that 
the money of all the partners was lost 
as well as the half a million belonging 
‘to his father. 

The elder Field realizes the fact 
that he is penniless in his old age, for as 
he lay on his deathbed yesterday he 
“I am as poor as 
the day I came into the world.”’ 

The statement said to have been fre- 
quently made by the assignee, that two 
of the partners, Lindley and Weichers, 
were innocent of all knowledge of the 
firm’s condition and that it had been go- 
ing on until the failure, is laughed at 
by bankers and brokers. A remark 
made by Assignee Gould has been the 
subject of much comment today. Mr. 
Gould said: ‘It seems to me that the 
greater part of the money lost by the 
operations of E. M. Field was lost-right 
here by partners in the firm.’’ Srill 
Gould could not begin to give any esti- 
mate of the assets and _fiabili- 
ties of the defunct firm. To 
show the difficulties che labored under 
he said: ‘‘Suppose parties should 
come here and pay large sums of money 
to one of the partners and suppose this 
money is paid right ont again by this 
partner to other parties, then these 
tran@actions might not appear in the 
books. Now'I have a suspicion tha 
this very thing has taken place.”

The Cruiser New York Launched at 
Cramp’s Yard.

A Warship Which Will be the Most 
Formidable Cruiser That Has 
Ever Floated the Stars 
and Stripes. js

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 2.—|By the Asso- 
‘ciated Press.| The United States 
armored cruiser New York was launched 
this afternoon from the yard of the 
Cramp Ship Building Company in the 
presence of 15,000 people, included 
among whom were the Secretaries of 
the Navy, Treasury and Interior de- 
partments, United States Senators, 
Congressmen, high naval officials and 
representative business and_ profes- 
sional men from all parts.of the coun- 
try. Miss Helen Page, daughter of 
Seaver Page, secretary of the Union 
_League Club of New York, broke the 
traditional bottle of wine upon the 
great steel ram of the cruiser as she 
slid from her wooden cradle into the 
Delaware River and christened her the 
*‘New York.’’ 

For weeks past preparations have 
been making by Messrs. Cramp for to- 
day’slaunch. Unusual interest has been 
excited in the construction of the 
cruiser by reason of the vessel marking 
an era in the annals of American ship- 
building. Through Secretary Tracy

President Harrison, Secretary Blaine,.

vessel that has ever flown the Stars and 
Stripes and in addition she will be the 
largest and most powerfully engined 
steamship ever built outside of Euro- 
pean ship-yards. Ifthe design of her- 
builders is fulfilled there is nothing 
afloat today of her class that will be 
able to steam from her or engage her 
with any great hopes ef victory. The 
New York will carry a battery of six 
8$-inch breech-loading rifles, twelve 4- 
inch rapid-fire guns, eight 6-pounders 
and four Gatlings and six torpedo tubes. 
- The dimensions etc., of the New York 
are: Length on water line, 380 feet 
6.6 inches; breadth of beam, 64 feet; 
mean draught, 2% feet 3.5 inches; dis-, 
placement, $150 tons; maximum speed, 
20 knots; sustained sea speed, 18.5 
knots; completement of oificers and 
men 475; coal endurance, total ‘capa- 
city 13,000 miles. The-New York will 
be a twin-screw vessel propell¢dd by 
four separate engines, having-a 
power of 4500 horses.

_A little study of these train robberies 
shows that they are all accomplished in 
practically the same way. A gang of 
men board thé train at some way sta- 
tion, and, as it pulls out, one or two of 
them work their way forward, climbing 
over the tender, and presenting their 
revolvers at the engineer and fireman 
inthe cab. It should be borne in mind 
that they can accomplish nothing in the 
way of robbing the express car while 
the train isin motion. Therefore they 
must first capture the engine and 
oblige the engineer to bring the train 
to a stan@still in an out-of-the-way 
place. It is not to be expected that 
the engineer and fireman, engrossed 
as are their duties, 
can keep anything of a lookout for 
an attack from the rear; and, even 
if they were around, the robbers would 
probably be able to get the drop on 
them. But, with an armed guard sta- 
tioned in the tender, the case would be 
different. He would have nothing to 
do but to watch for just that kind of an 
attack, and, in the case of suspicious 
characters approaching the. engine 
either from the sides or by way of the 
tender, he could cover them with his 
shooting-iron in the fractional part ofa 
second. If he found occasion to fire he 
would be pretty certain to bring down 
one or more of the robbers with his 
scattering charge. 

It strikes us that the defense of the 
engine on an express train is not such 
a momentous matter that the compa- 
nies ought to hesitate long about re- 
sorting to it. Stage companies in the 


found that they could well afford to 
send an armed guard with each coach 
when there is danger from footpads, 
and the system has proven very effica- 
cious. What the stage companies can 
do the railroad companies cando.

The reckless methods pursued by Ed- 
ward M. Field, by which he wrecked his 


| business associates and many of his 


patrons, dishonored a great name and 
finally brought himself to an insane 
asylum, .are _all coming to the sur- 
face since the collapse. The only 
wonder is that such a gigantic system 
of swindling could be carried on with- 
out immediate exposure. ‘Tt seems that 
Field, like that Napoleon of finance, 
Ives, of unhappy memory, kept the 
transactions of his firm entirely in his 
own hands, All the available. assets 
were absorbed by him in his vari- 
ous enterprises, and the house of 
Field, _Lindley, Weichers & Co, 
Was continually on the ragged edge 
of bankruptcy. It is stated that, 


| for the past six months, the business of 


the firm has averaged 25,000 shares 
of stock a day on the Exchange. Some 
days it ran as high as 50,000 or 
60,000 shares. But they were un- 
able to carry their load over a single 
night, so they made arrangements with 
another tirm—Lapsley & Co.—whereby 
they spouted all securities in their 
hands every afternoon. If, at 3 o’clock 
in the afternoon, the firm was obliged 
to make a raise to meet its obligations, 
the stocks would be taken over to Laps- 
ley & Co. and sold for cash, generally 
ata loss of one-eighth or one-quarter. 
On the following morning Field & Co. 
would buy back what stocks they 
were obliged to replace with their cus- 
tomers, paying, of course, the full mar- 
ket price. Thus it seems that Field & 
Co. robbed their customers every after- 
noon, selling the stolen property at a 
frightful loss, and they tided along in 
this way for six months by making one 
hand wash the other, so to speak. They 
sold Peter’s stocks to pay Paul, and 
then turned about and sold Paul’s to 
pay Peter. 

That. such an abandoned 
method of financiering could be carried 
on under the noses of people who in- 
trusted hundreds of thousands of dollars 
of property to the firm is one of the 
enigmas of modern stock-brokprage. 
When Sidney Dillon called it ‘‘crim- 


inal borrowing’? he employed a 
mild epithet, indeed. If any one 
of the clerks or book-keepers 


in the employ of the brokerage firm had 
made an appropriation of a dozen shares 
of the lowest-priced stock in hand, and 
had been caught at it, his offense would 
have been termed embezzlement. 


Free-trade England, 

In his recent speech at the Guildhall 
banquet Lord Salisbury, the English 
Premier, declared that England stands 
practically alone among the nations of 


the worldasanexemplar of free trade. 


“I am afraid,’ he said, ‘‘we must be 
content to occupy for a time a peculiar 
and isolated position. The course of 
protection does not sink, it rises. 
Recent electionsin America showed a 
slight reaction, but it has spent its 
force. The only free trade colony is 
Sydney, and that, lam afraid, has no 
longer an unspotted robe. Before very 
long, Ithink, we will have the advan- 
tage of being the Athanasius contra 
mundum of free trade, but no doubt a 
commercial community like England 
will not falter in its attachment to free 
trade.”’ 

England clings to free trade, and the 
fact that this doctrine seems to be 
against the spirit of modern progress 
arouses British pertinacity and old- 
fogyism all the more. 

And what is the result? ‘‘It cannot 
be denied,’’ says a recent cablegram 
from London, ‘‘that business is in a 
very bad state here, and there is no 


and exports alike are falling off. The 
great staple industries of the country 
are suffering severely, and enterprise 
seems to be dead. Even the book-pub- 
lishing season is uncommonly dull for 
this time of year. Nobody has any 
money to spend. now that the Ameri- 
cans have gone home. Consols are only 
atrifle above 95, and all Mr. Gosch- 
en’s devices cannot push them higher.’’ 

Continuing, in the same vein, the 
cable letter says:

‘Board of Trade have plainiv warned the 


nation during the past week that the com- 
mercial future is to be regarded with much 
anxiéty: No Wonder, then, that people fly 
from the Stock Exchange and that no more 
new companies are being brought out. 

What is the reason for all this? The first 
adverse influence is the hostile tariffs 
which are gradually drawing an iron line 
around English industries and preventing 
their development. The nextis the Baring 
which undermined half the 
city and left the other halt afraid to call its 
soul its own. 


Comment on such a state of affairs 
seem to be unnecessary. England’s 
trade is being lopped off and appropri- 
ated by other nations in almost every 
quarter of the globe. England is no 
longer the foremost manufacturing 
country, and, before many years, her 
supremacy as the first maritime nation 
will pass from her. The hide-bound 


_non-progressive policy of free trade is 


at fault for this more than any other 
cause.

place in church as the proverbial bull in a 
china-shop. The organ, on the other hand, 
is strictly an accompanying instrument, 
and when its beautiful y shaded tones, and 
divine harmony is blended with a song of 
heaven the soul is filled with holy thoughts 
and a desire to be nearer its Creator. 

Gaze on the touching’ scene in the Two 
Orphans, where blind Louise is begging 
alms near the steps of a church. The 
snow is falling on her thinly clad form, 
and while she stands there, friendless and 
alone, the heart of the. beholder, already 
overflowing with pity, is melted to tears by 
sounds from the organ as its sacred music 
is heard issuing from within. Imagine, if 
you can, the effect of a piano having been 
struck during such a scene. 

Prof. William Piutti, in an ‘ article pub- 
lished in Bartlett's Musical journal, said: 
“The time.is coming when the organ wiil 
be the only instrument in use."’ which is 
worthy of much consideration, coming as it 
does from such eminent authority. 

As an instrument divine the organ is in 
the foremost rank, butasa fad, pure and 
simple, the pianoin church has the best 
of it.

DYNAMITE EXPLOSION. 


A Factory Blown Up—Five Meni Killed—- 


Much Damage Done. 


Nyack (N. Y.,) Dec. 2.—[By the As- } 


sociated Press,] The dynamite factory 
at Haverstraw was blown up this after- 
noon. M. Wadworth, Peter, Carloss, 
Joseph “Williams, Joseph E. Adler and 
Perry Lounsberry were instantly killed. 
The first four, who were employés, were 
literally blown to pieces. The last 
named, who was in“a boat near the fac- 
tory, was instantly killed, while his 
companion, sitting within a few feet of

structure, caught fire, burning to the 
ground. Other buildings of the works, 
150 feet from the explosion, in which 
was stored dynamite, escaped destruc- 
tion. The property belonged to the 
Clinton Dynamite Company. The ex- 
plosion broke the glass in buildings in 
several adjoinin ng villages The cause 
is not vet learne 

At the coroner’s inquest tonight were 
the body of the. dead fisherman, Louns- 
berry, anda horse-blanket full of parts 
of human bodies, including one arm of 
Wadsworth, two legs, part of the back 
anda lot of entrails and numberless 
bones with burnt flesh. The remains 
presented a terrible sight, all being 
black with powder marks “and the flesh 
burned off. The parts of bodies are 
supposed to belong to Wadsworth and 
two Italians.’ In the gelatine packing- 
house were 300 pounds of gelatine be- 
ing packed in tins. In the power-house 
were 7500 pounds of giant powder and 
200 pounds of dynamite.

WEATHER AND CROPS. ; 


Temperatures and Kainfall During the 

Month of November. 

WasHINGTON, Dec. 2.—|By the. Asso- 
ciated Press.|.The monthly weather 
crop bulletin says: 

November has beencolder than usual 
over the entire country eastof the Rocky 
Mountains and warmer than usual west of 
the Rockies. Two cold waves during the 


Month were attended by unusually coid 


weather, producing temperatures from 10° 
to 20° lower than ever previously recorded 
for this season of the year, and car- 
ried the frost line south over North- 
ern Florida. During the month the 
precipitation was in excess gener- 
ally throughout the central zalleys in 
the lake region and Dakotas, while less 
than usual on the coasts and from Texas 
north to Nebraska. Heavy rainfalls over 
the winter wheat region doubtless resulted 
in some benefit to crops, but not as much as 
expected owing to the recent low tempera: 
ture, which has left the ground frozen. The 
warm wave now extending over the central 
valleys will cause thawing weather through- 
out the winter wheat region. 


Secretary Foster Gaining Slowly. 

WasuIncTon, Dec. 2.—Secretary Fos- 
ter continues to improve slowly, but 
does not gain strength as rapidly as his 
friends expected.

United States Treasurer 
Nebeker has submitted his annual re- 
port toSecretary Foster. The ordinary 
revenues of the Government during the 


past fircal year were $3392,612,447, or 


$10,468,535 less than the year before. 
The net ordinary expenditures, exclu- 
sive of amounts paid in premiums on 
bonds purchased, were $8355,372,684, 
The sur-. 
plus revenues were then cut down from 
$105,344,496 to $37,239,762, which 
last summer was applied to the reduc- 
tion of the public debt. The postal 
revenues amounted to $65,762,908, 
and the expenditures to $72,067,580, 
an increase of. about $5,000,000 on 
sides.. 

The reduction effected during the 
year in the principal of the bonded debt 


*and circulating notes, which cannot be 


reissued, amounted to $116,590,278 
and required an expenditure of $126,- 
991,494, including premiums on bonds 
purchased. This sum was made up by 
taking $89,751,731 from the reserve 
in the Treasury in addition to the. sur-' 
plus revenues of the year. The conse- 
quent reduction in aiunual interest 
charge was $4,322,092. 

According to the revised figures the 
amount of money in the country on the 
80th of June, exclusive of certificates 
in circulation, for which the Treasury 


held deposits, was $1.676,078,102, of 


which $180,412,0i19 belonged to the 
Treasury and $1.495,666,083 was in 
circulation. There was a net toss of 


ward of $40,000.000 in other money 
and consequent contraction of about 
$9,000,000 in the whole volume. 

The Treasurer computes that during 
the past ten years there has been an 
average increase of $52,200,000 from 
the end of June to December, in the 
amount of money actually in circula- 
tion, followed by an average decrease 
of $14,200,000 from the end of De- 
cember tothe end of June. The in- 
crease realized in the past year has 
been nearly double this average. An 
unusually large amount of notes of 
small denominations have been sent out 
to the West and South since the Ist of 
July, chiefly for deposits in the sub- 
treasury at New York. The aggre- 
gate, up to the middle of November, 
reached upward of $49,000,000, as 
against $61;000,000 for the whole 
preceding year. Measures for improve- 
ment in the condition of the coinage, 
particularly of silver, have been ef- 
fected, nearly $1,000,000 of uncur- 
rent coius in the Treasury having been 
restored to. full weight. Asa result of 
this and some special efforts in other 
directions, the amount of _§frac- 
tional 
been much reduced. Many inquiries 
for silver specify the new coins. It is 
believed that but for the prejudice 
against all coins showing any signs of 
wear the Treasury would have long 
since been relieved of a good portion of 
its load of fractionalsilver. The Treas- 
urer points out that this prejudice, in 
the case of silver coins, is altogether 
groundless, since they derive their cur- 
rency.not from weight, but from the 
stamp of the mint. and are received at 
the Treasury for full value as long as 
the stamp can be recognized, provided 
the loss. of metal is due to natural 
wear. 

Nearly $67,000,000 in national 
bank notes have been redeemed, an 
amoint much above the average, and 
deposits of new 2 per cent. bonds ex- 
ceeded withdrawals of old bonds, and 
there\was an issue of new notes amount- 
ing ty about $7.500,000.

One of the city of- 
fieials owns alot there, 


THE RUSSELL SCANDAL. | 


The Countess a Good Witness on 
Cross-examination. 


Opening Speech for the Defendant—Earl 
Russell Assailed by a Mob Outside 
the Courtroom After the 
Adjournment.

' Lonpon, Dec. 2.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] Interest in the suit of 
Countess Russell against her husband, 
Earl Russell, for a judicial separation, 
was enhanced by the publication of the 
proceedings yesterday. Long before 
the opening of the court every seat was 
taken. 
Immediately upon the opening of ‘the 
case Sir Charles Russell took up his 
cross-examination at the point where it 
was broken off yesterday by the ad- 
journment of the court. Sir Charles 


‘put may questions to the witness, re- 


garding the relations bet ween the Earl 
and Roberts, and tried in every way to 
lead her to contradict herself. The 
witness, however, persisted in the 
statements she made yesterday regard- 
ing Roberts. She also repeated the 
statements that she made concerning 
the information furnished her by the 
Dowager Countess Russell, Lady Agatha 
Russell and Rollo Russell. 
Dr. Godson then took the stand:and, 


in response to a question of Sir Charles, |- 


said the Countess was suffering from 
spasmodic dysmenorrhoea, a disease 
often accompanied by hysteria. The 
Countess, however, was. a strong- 
minded woman and the trouble was not 
likely to cause hysteria in her case. 

The woman who found the Countess 
in a faint on the floor in her room tésti- 
fied that on this occasion she heard the 
Countess pleading with the Earl. Aft- 
erwards witness found her mistress ly- 
ing naked.on,the floor. With the pre- 
sentation of this testimony the evidence 
for the Countess closed. | 

Sir Charles Russell then spoke in de- 
fense. Sir Charles in substance said 
that he would limit himself to the broad 
issues of the case. The sole object of 
the present suit was to force the pay- 
ment of alimony by the Earl. Sir 
Charles :then proceeded to rebut the 
charges of cruelty. He asked the jury 
not to be carried away by a clever and 
engaging woman, telling them a story 
which was untrue in all its essential de- 
tails--a woman so perverted as to put 
forward the Roberts incident in order 
to support herself by odious imputa- 
tions. These imputations, Sir Charles. 
declared, were made not only against 
the defendant but another man whose 
name and reputation might have been 


-blasted by them had he not stood high 


in the opinion of his colleagues. 

Atthis point the court adjourned: 

A mob surrounded the law courts at 
the close of the day’s proceedings, and 
as the Earl left he was hooted at and an 
attempt was made to strike him.

Temple. Being still followed, however, - 
he jumped into a cab and succeeded in 
getting away, amid the jeers and hisses 
of the mob.

Plans for Its Improvement 
eussed. 


An’ Address by Licut. Meyler of the 
Engineer Corps. 


What Has Been Done in the Past by 
: the Government, 


And What is Needed in the Futare—The 
Increase in the Business of the 
Harbor. 


om 


About 200 prominent citizens met in 
the rooms of the Chamber of Commerce 
last evening in answer to. calf from 
the president for a special harbot meet- 
ing of the chamber. President Wells 
presided and Secretary Willard was 
present. 

Mr. Wells explained that the meeting 
was for the purpose of talking over the 
work that has been done by the Govern- 
ment at the inner harbor at San Pedro. 

Mavor Hazard stated that one reason 
whv Congress has done nothing is be- 
cause the people of, Southern California 


another harbor, and he isof the opinion 
that if they will satisfv themselves 
with money sufficient for the inner har- 
bor there will be no trouble in getting 
properappropriations. The inner har- 
boris large enough for the present 
shipping if it is properly dredged so 
that large ships can come over the bar. 
Aletter from Col. W. H. H. Senyaurd, of 
the United StatesEngincers* Corps, was 
read by the secretary, in which he. 
stated that it would be impossible for 
him to be present. In his letter he 
says: ‘The question of the selection of 
the location of a deep water harbor be- 
tween the points Duma and Capistrano 
is now being considered by a board of en- 
gineer officers, It is expected that the 
report will be forwarded to Congress 
early in December.”’ 

Lieut. Meyler, who hascharge of the 
work at San Pedro under Col. Ben- 
vaurd, was then called on by the chair} 
and explained what has been done at 
the harbor since he took charge. He 
said: 

LIEUT. MEYLER'S ADDRESS. 

I have been requested to address you this 
evening on the subject of the harbor facil- 
ities afforded at San Pedro. Ii has been 
my personal experience during the past 
two vears, while in local charge of the har- 
bor improvements and under the immedi- 
ate orders of Col. W. H. H. Benyaurd, to 
find that the people of Los Angeles county 
are very much divided in opinion as to 
what should be done in the direction of 
further improvements at this point. Some 
advocate the idea of an outer harbor of 
refuge, formed by deepsea training walls 
and involving the expenditure of at least 
several million dollars, while others claim 
that smaller -appropriations should be 
asked for, and the money be spent in im- 

roving the inner harbor by dredging, 

lasting and jetty walls. It is necessaiy 

for you to take some fixed position in this 
matter, and I will endeavor to assist you in 
doing so by laying before you certain facts 
and figures, showing the condition of the 
harbor in 1869, what itaprovements have 
been made since then and its condition 
today. 

In 1869 whatisnow known officially as 
Wilmington harbor was a small estuary 
about three miles long, having its outlet in 
a shallow bay, divided from the bay of San 
Pedro by a bar, having a depth of water, 
at mean‘ow water. of 18 inches. It. wasa 
narrow, deep channel, having, for 2 miles 
from itsentrance.a depthof trom 6 to 10 
feet, and for the other mile to Wilmington, 
where its navigable portion ceased, adepth 
of, in places, only 3 or 4 feet. It was 
formed by the mainlgnd on the west side 
and onthe east by Isiand, a 
narrow strip of sandiunes, 8 to 10 feet 
above high water, and, following along the 
sea line, about 38000 feet of broad flats bare 
at low water to the ‘entrance: and rising 
above low water toa height.of 2 or3 feet. 
These fatssecmed, ina partial degree, to 
cover the channel from tne sea and to con- 
fine the ebb current between the banks. 
The shoal at the entrance of the estuary 


to be transferred from the Bay of San 
Ped. > to Wilmington by lighters. This bay 
was the best known.of a number of road- 
steads along the California coast and the 
only one that had ever had any foreign 
commerce. It afforded a good anchorage 
and shelter for vesseis during the’ greater 
part of the year and at the time was of con- 
siderabie commercial importance, as it was 
the outlet for the productive plains about 
Los Angeles anda large extent of country 
to the eastward, sufficientiv great tosustain 
a fieet of steamers and sailing vessels of 
considerable size. 

The estuary itself, although in its navi- 
gable parts small, in no part being more 


of water on the inner bar was realized, but 
the growth of commerce at this port\ had 
outstripped the increase in depth and size 
of channel, and thereforea second project 
was proposed by Col. Mendell, requiring an 
additional appropriation of $425,000, for 
the purpose of obtaining a depth on the 
inner bar of 16 feet at mean low water. 
Upto the present time fourteen appro- 
priations have been made in furtherance of 
these two projects, amounting in all to 
$904,000, $51,000 short of the total 
amountasked for. The work of improve- 
ment of the harbor has been carried on as 
these appropriations have been made, and 
the present condition of the harbor will, I 
think, attest to the fact that the results at- 
tained are commensurate with the money 
expended. 
Let us see what this present condition of 
the harbor is. Onthe east side we have 
G700 linear feet of timber and stone 
breakwater; Rattlesnake Island has ex- 
tended 1300 feet to the south; and along 
the greater part of the rest of this wall has 
formed a nucleus of sand inand about the 
timber and stone work, making a strong 
and substantial artificial bank to Deadman’s 
Island and thus confining the waters of the 
channel on this side. On the west side we 
have about 3300 linear feet of stone break. 
water, which at the inner part serves to 
contine the waters that formerly ran out 
over the flats to the south of it, and in the 
southern part, by contracting the channel 
and running out near the outer bar, tends 
to scour out the inner bar and cause the 
outer bar to move farther ‘seaward, The 
channel -has deepened, widened and 
straightened, Where we had depths 
from 6 to 10 feet in -1871,. we 
have now from 16 to 22 feet, and 
the depth of 18 inches on the bar has 
increased to at least 14 feet® And here it 
might be well to state for those whodo not 
already Know, that these depths are depths 
below mean low water, which is the average 
or mean plane to which low water falls as 
determined by aseries of observations ex- 
tending over many years. Knowing this 
fact, some of you will not be so surprised to 
bear that thereare at present lving along- 
side the wnarfs in the inner harbor two 
four-masted schooners and a barkentine 
which haddraughts when crossing the inner 
bar of 17 feet’®B inches, 18 feet 6 inches 
and 18 feet 3 inches iy FP Up to 
the present time about 133,000 tons of 
stone have been placed inthe breakwaters, 
and there have been excavated only about 
177,000 cubic yards of material, about 
58,000 cubic yards of which was stone 
from a ledge of rock crossing the channel 
at theinner bar. Fromaroughcalculation, 
though, I estimate that at least 2,000,000 
cubic yards of material have been removed 
from the channel, over nine-tenthsof which 
has been done independently of dredging or 
blasting, but the resuit of construction 
alone—the channel scouring itself under 
the action of naturalcauses. The improve- 
ments have rendered it possible for the 
usual trading vessels of the coast to enter 
at this — asafe inclosed anchorage, free 
of al exposure to storms, and 
to deliver freight without the use of light- 
ers. The total number of tons of exports 
and imports has increased tenfold since 
1871: the collections of the port of Wil 
mington since 1882 have almost paid for 
the-Government constructions and work in 
the harbor, and the present rates of 50° 
cents per 1000 feet of lumber and 75 cents 
per ton of merchandise were $7.50 and $5 
respectively in 1871. 

Such isa brief sketch of the past and 
present conditions of the inner harbor,“and 
of the improvements that have been made 
by the Government. Butit yet remains for 
us to see what further improvements are 
necessary. And for this purpose let us go 
over the ground of the basher from the 
open sea beyond the outer bar to the head 
ofthe lagoon. About half a mile from 
Dead Man's Island we findthe. 5-fathom or 
30-foot curve, a gradual deepening to sea- ‘ 
ward, and a gradual shoaling up as we ap- 
proach the outer bar. On the outer bar we 
have but about 7 feet of water, though in 
the channel which runs to the east of it we 
have at least 14 feet at mean low water. 
Following this channel over the inner bar, 
we find there about the same least depth of 
14 feet, and beyond it to the south end of 
the wharves about 16 feet. Along the face 
ofthe wharves.we have generally deeper 


the channel opposite only 15 or 16 feet.

IT WAS A RATTLER, 


A Commotion in a Post-street Cable

Passengers Badly Frightened by the Es-

Rather an exciting affair, in whicha 
rattlesnake played the most important 
part, occurred in a Post-street cable 
carthe other day.

No one would have paid any attention 
to him if he had not kept tapping the 
can with his finger and holding it up to 
his ear, whilea pleased grin overspread 
his features. A queer buzzing sound 
seemed to issue fromthe can, and at 
times was plainly heard above the rum- 
ble of the car. Finailya womam seated 
near asked what the can contained. 

“A rattlesnake,’’ was the careless 
reply. 

Without delay she signaled the con- 
ductor to stop the car, and left it in a 
hurry, with terror depicted on her face. 
Still the loud buzzing continued. 

“Good joke, young man, good joke to 
make her think you had a rattlesnake 
in that can,’ said a little man ina 
treble voice, rubbing his hands together, 
as Turk street was reached. “Why, 
about forty’ years ago’’—— 

But the little old man never finished 
the sentence. for as he spoke he tapped 
the can with his cane to illustrate his 
reminiscent remarks, and tapped it so 
hard that the paper:’was broken and the 
ugly black head of a vicious specimen 
of crotalus horridus protruded. 
excitement the can was dropped on the 
car floor and the snake escaped from it. 

B-z-z-z-t! b-z-z-z! 

The car was filled with sounds that 
resembled a chorus of half a dozen 
locusts as the reptile assumed spiral 
shape and prepared to strike the first 
moving object within reach. The ob- 
ject happened to be the little man’s leg. 
He nearly fainted from fright and was 
too feeble to get up on the seats as 
quickly as the other passengers did. 

The rattler suddenly straightened out 
his body. and struck, but miscalculated 
the distance and the little man’s life 
was saved, for he was dragged out of 
reach of the deadly fangs before the 
snake could strike again. The car 
was stopped and the remaining pas- 
sengers alighted, leaving the rattler 
in full possession, but not for long, be- 
cause the gripman entered with a long 
ironcrowbar. He dealt a blow at the 
snake, but missed, and, had he not 
jumped back in the nick of time, the en- 
raged réptile’s fangs would have been 
buried in his leg. The second blow 
broke the rattler’s back and he was 
soon dispatched and thrown into the 
street.

Los’ Angeles, the foremost city of 
and the county 
seat of Los Angeles county, is charm- 
ingly situated at the base of the Sierra 
Madre foothills, fifteen miles from the 
‘ocean and about 800 feet abeve sea 
level. The Los Angeles River—a ‘‘bab- 
bling brook’’ in summer and occasion- 
ally a raging torrent for a few days in 
winter—bigects the city fr6m north to 
south, dividing it into almost equal 
halves. The Plaza was the old center 
of the city and is still the geographical 
center, but nearly all the business is 
now transacted.in the southwest quar- 
ter. in which are also most of-the finer 
residences. 

The city extends three miles in each 
direction from the Plaza, covering 
thirty-six square miles, a considerable 
portion of which is still in vineyard, or- 
chard or unimproved hills. Yet a 
large population has pushed outside the 
city limits on the southwest, and some 
on the west, south and northeast. The 
principal business thoroughfares are 
Main, Spring and Broadway streets, 
‘running north and south, and First and 
Second streets running cast and west. 
The wholesale houses are mostly on Los 
Angeles street, which is the first street 
parallel with Main street on the east. 

Every variety of location for a _ resi- 
dence can be found in Los Angeles— 
hill, valley and plain. The views from 
some of the hills within the city limits 


extending from the San SBernardino 
mountains to the ocean. 

The population of the city is at least 
55,000, the census of last year having 
given it 50,394, which did not include 
the suburbs just over the city line, but 
which are toallintents and purposes 
parts of thecity. — 4 

As recentiy as five years ago, Los An- 
geles was a miserably-paved city, the 
streets being dusty in summer and 
muddy.in winter. There was not a yard 
of paved street inthe city. Today all 
this is changed. There are-eighty-seven 
miles of graded and gravéled streets; 
eight and three-quarter miles af paved 
streets; seventy-eight and one-half 
miles of cement sidewalks, and half a 
mile of asphalt sidewalk. Most of the 
street paving is of asphaltum. Street 
paving has received a great impetus 
through the law passed by the last Leg- 
islature, permitting bonds to be issued 
for street paving on request of the prop- 
erty owners, the payments to be dis- 
tributed over a term of years. Fig- 
ueroa and Pearl streets will shortly be 
paved, their whole length, in this man- 
ner. There are twelve bridges in the 
city over the Los Angeles river, four 
of which are railroad bridges. 

The internal sewer system, for 
which $374,000 was voted in 1890, is 
now about completed. There is a ques- 
tion as to whether the sewage shall be 
carried to the ocean or south of the city, 
to be used for irrigation. During the 
coming year this question will undoubt- 
edly be settled. 7 

The.building development in Los An- 
geles during the past ten years has been 
phenomenal. From a city of adobes 
and one-story frame cottages it has 
been transformed into acity of brick, 
iron and stone blocks, and handsome— 
insome cases palatial—residences. The 
value of buildings erected during the 
past ten years may safely be estimated 
at $20,000,000, whereasin 1881 the 
total assessment of all city property 
was only $7,259,558. 
years from 1886 to 1889, inclusive, a 
large number of big brick blocks were 
built. few of them, which were built 
on streets which business has left or 
has not reached, are empty at present. 
During 1891 the drift has been more to- 
ward tasteful residences, solidly built. 


Owing tothe milderclimate, a2 $3000 
residence here is, to all appearance, 
ascomplete as a $5000 residence in the 
East. - 

Among the principal buildings erected 
during the past five years are the Court- 
house, $500,000; City Hall, #200,- 
000; High school, $60,000; cable 
railroad power houses (3), $125,000; 
Philadelphia brewery, $180,000; Bry- 
son-Bonebrake block, $300,000; J. M. 
Griffith block, $100,000; Phillips 
block, $170,000; Wilson block, $175,- 
000; Hollenbeck hotel, $250,000; 
Westminster Hotel, 3175,000; Catholic 
Orphan Asylum, $120,000. 

‘There are four systems of water sup- 
ply: The irrigating system, under 
control of the city, and three domestic 


lyptus’ piles will\\be driven, which will supplies, furnished by private corpo-

ations. Two of these companies draw 
their main supply from the Los Ange- 
les river, the water of which is owned 
by the city. The City WaterCompany, 


three private companies furnishing the 
city with water, formerly drew its sup- 
ply direct from the Los Angeles river, 
the water privilege being leased from 
the city for atermofvyears. fotrvears 
ago the Crystal Springs Land and 
Water Company, a subsidiary corpora- 
tion, was formed, which deveioped an 
extra supply by tunneling into the 


river, tapping it by means of a system 
of ‘bleeding pipes.’’ The company’s 
lease expires in 1898, and the City 
Council has in contemplation a plan for 
the city to improve the supply and own 
itsown water system, delivering the 
water on three levels. The citizens are 
strongly in favor of this move. 

Los. Angeles was the first city in 
the United States to entirely abandon 
gas for street lighting and replace 
it by electricity. which was done Janu- 
ary 1.1883. It is today one of the 
best lighted cities inthe Union. The 
high masts. on. which the lamps are 
hung throw a useful light a mile dis- 
tant, and are visible far out at sea. The 
city is now lighted with 242 electric 


lamps, aggregating 633.000 candle 
power. Of these 113 are on thirty- 


four masts 150 feet high, the balance 
on poies twelve to fifty feet high. or 
suspended at street intersections. etc. 
The length of the circuit is eighty-five 
miles. The price paid by the city is 
1 $12 per 2000 candle power per month.

Aside from 
common peaches and perhaps ordinary ap- 
ples, there are few varieties in what can 
be termed excessive supply, considering 
that next season is a long way ahead. The 
firmness of the market is still confined 
largely to Pe saga with inquiry for this 
fruit quite fair,and alarge proportion of 
the crop now out of the growers’ hands. 
Plums, pitted, are fairly steady, but un- 
itted receive licht attention. e market 


for peaches shows little life, although there 


is some inquiry observable for the cheaper 
grades, but at decidedly low figures. It is 
probable that some of this fruit will have 
to be carried late into the season, if not 
into next crop year. Apricots of the more 
desirable qualities are not cumbering the 
market to any great extent at present, but 
values show no quotable improvement. 
Apples meet with little inquiry, hardly any 
on other than local account. Pears are in 
slim request. Figs are not plentiful and 
are mostly of quite ordinary quality, while 
the higher grades are mainly sought after. 
Grapes are not meeting with much custom, 
and bid fair to rule quiet for the balance of 
the season,”’

People vs. Provines, 34 Cal. 520.) The 
other points raised by defendant were 
aim upon at time of hearing.

COYOTE SCALP BOUNTY. 


All Claims Passed Upon forthe Quarter 
Ending October 1. 


A Sacramento special to the San}, 


Francisco Examiner of Tuesday says: 
The State Boardof Examiners, consisting 
Gov. Markham, Secretary of State 
Waite and Attorney-General Hart. have 
passed upon all coyote scalp claims for the 


quarter or October 1. This is the sec- 
ond quarter o 


theexistence of the act cre- 
ating a bounty on coyote scalps and shows 
an increase of about 2000 scalps, or $10,. 
000, over the first quarter. 

State Controller Colgan and his entire 
force, including Deputy Stage Controller 
Douglass, have been busily engaged the 
past few days drawing thousands of 
warrants in payment of the coyote-scalp 
claims. These claims will aggregate 
about $38,000, while for the first 
quarter, ending June 80, the claims 
amounted to $28,000. At this ratethe 
Secretary will have paid out over 
$250,000 before the convening of the 
next Legislature. 

From the expressions made by Private 
Secretary Higgins it may be safely said 
that Gov. Markham’ will confer with the 
other members of the State Board of 
Examiners about this large and peculiar 
increase of coyote scalps, and that he 


will thereafter suggest to the Legis-. 


lature the propyiety of repealing the
